which are not to be hadd within the Lymitts of my Commiſſion of Lyuetcnancey 
althou I have donn the beſt I cann therein: And therefore I pray you, take Order fo 
the Proviſion of three hundred to be hadd in Northamptonſhire, and ſuche other 
Shires Sowthward, where they may be ſooneſt hadd ; with allſo Horſe Harneſs, and 
Draught Geare, meete and neceſſarie for the ſaid Horſſes; not doubting but if good 
Diligence be uſed, the ſame may be provided and ſent hither in Tyme to ſerw 
this torne. 

We marveile not a little, that we hier nothing of Abington, ne yet of the ay. 
vall of any ſuffyciente Furnyture of Victuall; whereof, if it be not ſupplyed in

And in what Manner, and when this Ayde 
ſhall be gyven, if fo it ſhall be ſene neceſſary, ſhall be beſt conſidered uppon Con- 
ference with the ſayd Lords of Scotland at your Daye appointed ; with whome our 
Pleaſure is ye ſhuld in this manner Treate. Firſt to make the Matter very ſtrange 
to them, that, in ſo long a Tyme, they haue not, being in Nomber many moo 
than the French, expelled the French: Next that the reſt of the Nobilite of Scot- 


land, and ſpecially ſuch as be in the Marſh and Lowthyan, haue not, in this Cauſe 


of the Liberty of there Contrey, taken a playne Part with them ageynſt the French; 
which if they had, as it ſemeth, that Matter had not thus long bene unfiniſhed, 
And, after this declared, and anſwered, (as we think they will anſwer the fame 
with the lack of our Ayde, without the whiche, as it ſemeth, they can nether ex- 
pell the French, nor yet cauſe the Neutralls take a playne Parte,) we think mete ye 
procede with them to conſider, which is the beſt, the reddyeſt, and moſt lyklye way 
to expell the French; and what Power the fame ſhall require of there Part, and 
what Powers of ours; in what Tyme and in what Manner the ſame may be beſt 
doone ; and whyther it muſt be done by a ſhort or long Sege; or by Aſſalt, or 
otherwiſe ; and with what Chargees by eſtymacion the ſame may be doone. And 
for all other particular Things being of Importance, as for Proviſion of Victell for 
Carriage of Ordynance, and Munition, for Mete for the Horſes and for ſuch lyke, 
we referr to be conſidred by yow, and. ſuch as be expert in thoſe Matters. In the

You fynde the Merchant Ships, which haue bene ſtayed there 
of long Tyme, to be unfurniſhed of Ordinance, Victels and Mariners, in ſuch Sorte 
as you ſee not how the ſame may be ready to ſerue your turne. Herunto for ſom 
Anſwer, yt ſhall appear by a Lettre of Geffrey Vaughan's, dated the 10th of February, 
directed to me the Admiral, that he certified the Cace to be otherwiſe, like as we 
| hoped it had ben. And for ſome remedy therof, we think beſt, that, where ther 
weare twelve ſtayed for Service, that at the leaſt fix of them, and, the reſt alſo con- 
ſequently might be furniſhed and ſett to the Seas; uſing this order, that as any 
one of them ſhall be ready, the fame may be ſet fourth, and not to tarye, but the 
reſt to followe preſently. Alſo there be partly depeched hence, and partly ſhall be, 
four or five Shipps well armed and equipped, which ſhall countrevaile the Value of 
ten or twelve of thoſe Merchant Shipps. And in this Parte we cannot forbeare but | 
to advertiſe your Lordſhip, that the Marquis Delbeuff maketh all the haſt he can, 
baving hitherto but ten or twelve Shippes redy. And therfore we think mete that 
William Winter be warned to ſtand uppon his gard ; and to leye in good awayte with 
one Barke uppon the Coſt of Lovthian, and another uppon Fife Side, and that your 
Lordſhip alſo helpe, that his Shipps might be releved, and furniſhed with Ancher 
and Hagbutiers; and though all maye not, yet that fix or ſeven of the Principall be

now to prouide; and although we think that nothing hathe bene of your Parte neg- 

| lected in the Forſight and Prouiſion therof, yet can we not forbeare but impart our 
Opinions therin, and in the End doo what we can to remedy the Lack. Fyrſt, ſom 
of us think, that the Nombre, allotted to the Draught of your Ordenance, exceedtth

Mee alfo thought you wolde, as once was written aw thence, devise to carry 
pour Ordenance by Sea, and land it five or ſix Miles on this f. yde Leethe, and therby 
baue ſparid ſom Nombers of Horſes; taking alſo the Help of ſom Oxen of your 
Prends in Scotland: But that Matter we muſt refer to the Tyme of your Conſul- 
= tation with the Lords of Scotland; thinking ſurely that yf the fame might ſo fall 

” out, as ye might ſee Cauſe to allow it, that wolde much furder your Journey. 

E: As for the Proviſion hence, we think-it bothe difficult, and likely to breede delay 
5 and loſſe of Tyme; for that we ſee not how poſſibly ſuch a Number can be ſoden- 
1 ly prouided and ſent thither before the Tyme that ye ſhuld commence the Exploit, 
yf any at all ſhuld be done. Neuertheleſs we haue moued her Majeſtic to be at 
the Charge herof, and to bye the Nomber of two hundred, or fifty more, if they 
may be within the Counties of Leiceſter, Lincolne, Huntingdon, and Cambridge; 
wherin will be much Travell and Expence of Tyme; but we muſt prefer Surety be- 
fore all other Reſpects. There be ſome of us alſo that think this Nombre might 
haue bene made out of Vorgſbire, and other Sheirs beyond Trent upon ſufficient 
- warning. Indeede nothing greueth us more, then to think that Tyme ſhall rune 
awaye to our lack, the Queene's Majeſtie's grete Charges, and the Commoditie of 
the Adverſary. As for Horſcharnes, and Draughtgeare, we be ſure that the ſame was 
not forgotten, but was ſent in December laſte z and, as we be certified by the Officers 
of the Ordenance, here is all arrived in the North Parte, fauing a ſmall Nomber 
left at Leſtoc by miſcarrieng of a Veſſell ; and yet we truſt the fame either is, or 
very ſhortly will arrive there; and though it ſhuld not, they doo Advertiſe us that 

Bennett can furniſh the Nomber of five hundred. Abbington is upon his Depeche; 
and of the State and Maſſe of Victles there, ye ſhall receave a Brefe therof, which 

we truſt ſhall content you. 

As for the Treſſor, your Lade ſhall ſhortly here of 2 Reenforcement. And i in

Lords be ſum what perplexed for lack of the ſame, for that you thinke they can- 
not be provided and ſent hither in Tyme, to ſerve this torne, ſo yt may pleaſe you 
to thinke, we have not neglected our Office and Devytie in that Part; for I the

T HE Vmbaſſadore faythe, King Phylyp his Maſter allowethe welle that the Queere

myght be ſo compoſed in Skotland, that the Rebells myght be chaſtened, and yet this 
Realme owte of alle Dawnger, therfore hathe his Maſter ſent hym to be a Medi. 
ator betwene the Frenche King and hyr Hyghnes, for a good Concluſyon of Peace

T1RsT, when it was underſtand the laſt Yere, ſone after the Peace made, that 
F the French Kyng was dyuerſe Wayes provoked, by the Duke of Guiſe, and the 
Cardynall, and his Siſtar, the Quene Dowager in Scotland, to intitle there Nece the 
Quene of Scottes to the Crowne of England; and that at length the Matter va 
ſo obteyned, that by many manner of Wayes it appered well to the World, why 
there Purpoſe was, both in France, in Scotland; yea contynually fo advertiſed out 
all Courtes, and covertly alſo ſignifyed to the Quene's Majeſty from the King 
Catholique, both by the Conte de Feria, by hon de Ayalu, and by the Biſhop of 
Aquila : Hir Majeſty thought to coverr hir Underſtanding hereof, and truſted thy 
the Howſe of Guiſe ſhbld not fo prevaile, for there owne particular Ambition, 2x f 
cauſe the French Kyng to enter into oppen Warr for the ſame.

for Bands of Horſſmen and Footemen. All theſe Thyngs they collored under the 
Pretence of ſubduing of a fewe of the Nobilite and Gentilmen of Scotland, whom 
the Quene there ſought to have put to deth for certen Quarrells which ſhe pretended 


ageynſt them, for Matters of Relligion ; having before licenſed the ſame to uſe the 


Freedom of there Conſcience (which was onely in the laſt Lent before) to receave 
the Sacrament under both kynds. And in this matter it is very notoriooſe, how the 
Conqueſt of that Realme was dyverſe Wayes ſought, as uppon that Matter there i 
ſo much to be ſayd, as it is to grete ſhame for the French Miniſters there, to have

Percy Knight, we haue conſulted with our Counſell what waye wer beſt to be taken 
for the Proſeqution and Accompliſhment of the Enterpriſe in Scotland; although 
we cannot well reſolve uppon any certeyn particularety, wherby preciſely to pre- 


ſcribe this or that to be doone, yet we haue thought mete to impart unto yo ſuch 
Deliberations, and Determynations, as our whole Counſell here hath thought conveni- 
ent: And we alſo doo allowe, and doo for this Purpooſe advertiſe yow, to thein- 


tent if ye ſee not any Part of theis Determinations hurtfull to our Purpoſe and 
Service, that than ye ſhuld follow the ſame and putt the fame in forwardnes of exe- 
cution : And if ye ſhall uppon any other new Accident there, unknowne to us, per-

Liberty of Scotland, be fo well provided for, as we truſt your Majeſties Expectation 

ſhalbe fully ſatisfyed. And yet we had attempted the ſame Manner of Proceding, as 

your Majeſty doth, abowt this prefent Tyme, underſtand, by our long Letter, dated 

the firſt of this Month; at the wryting wherof certenly we wer more perplexed, 

than we durſt ſeme to any Manner of Perſon. Nevertheleſs we have obteyned for 

your Majeſties owne cauſees an honorable End, compelling them to acknowledg 

your undouted right, which they wer very hardly brought to doo in oppen Treaty: 


Nether we thynk they wold thereto agree, but that we bare them in Hand, that we 
wold not only breake uppon that Poynt with all our Harts, but alſo therby the World 


| ſhuld fee manifeſtly there injuriooſe Purpoſes, which in Words they had excuſed 


and coverid : In the end, it was obteyned, to there no ſmall inward Greeffe, and to 
our inward Contentation. As for the Suerty and Liberty of Scotland we have 


| bene meanes to obteyne all Thyngs requiſite, ſo as the Nobilite here acknoledg the 


Realme more bounden to your Majeſty, than to there Soverayne. In getting of 
Things, we have ſo tempered the Mater of graunting therof, that the Honor of 
the French Kyng and Quene is as much conſidered as may be, wherunto we wer 
no ſmall helpers, as we thynk the French Embaſſadors will confeſs, yea and thank 
us more for the ſame, than there Maſter's Subjects. This Countrey ſhall be govern- 
ed by a Counſell of itſelf of twelve, which Nomber ſhall be taken owt of the 
twenty four to be firſt named in Parlement by the three Eſtats; and of the twelve, 
ſeyen ſhall be named by the Quene, and five by the Lords of Parlement. 
All thyngs paſt fince Marche 1558. ſhalbe forgotten, and by Parlement ſhalbe 
confirmed; every Man reſtored to his Office, in the Realme ; no Frenchmen ſhall 
have any Office within the Realme ; fix and twenty Soldiers onely ſhall remayn, 
that is, twenty three in Dunbarr, and twenty three in Vzſceth; and thoſe to be 
monethly muſtred and payd by the Counſell of Scotland, and to be juſtefyed by the 
Laws of Scotlande; no Munition nor Victell ſhalbe brought into Scotland but from 
ix Months to fix Months, onely for theſe two Places, and the Nombers of ſixſcore.

that they ſhall hereafter meane, by Money and Corruption, rather than by Force, to make 
a Diviſion here: Wherof the Nobilite here ſeeme not to be improvident, and for avoyding 
of the Danger, wold, if it were not to ſuſpicioſe, make an Accord in Parlement, that 
whoſoever ſhall take Penſion of Fraunce, ſhalbe accompted an Enemy to there Contrey. 
This is there preſent Humor, but a Potion of French Crownes may chaunce alter this 
In this Poynt our Admonitions to them be not forgotten. Amongſt other Thyngs 
for ther Suerty we have compacted in your Majeſties Treaty: Firſt, that there ſhall 
no Shipp come into Scotland with Men of Warr or Munition: Next, that the Trench 
King and Quene ſhall accompliſh all his grants to the Scotts; which, if be ſhall doo 
we ſee not but your Majeſty ſhall have long quietneſs with Scotland. It hath bene 
the difficulſte Matter almoſt in our Treaty to obteyne a Covenant from the French 
Kyng and Quene to yowr Majeſty to performe his Promiſees to his Subjects, fr 
therin, as they ſaye, there Maſters Honour is more towched, than in any Thyng 
that ever cold chaunce to hym ; for ſo the World ſhall ſaye, that he is forced by 
your Majeſty therto, (as in truth he 1s) though it may not be fo ſayd to Frenchmen : 
Next, the Scotts ſhall hereby owe all the Favor which they receive from there Kin g 


and Quene, to your Majeſty, as in truthe alſo they doo, though they may not faye 


fo to the French: And to make a cover for all this, theſe Imbaſſadors were forced 


by us to take a few good Words in a Preface to the ſame Article; and we content 
with the Kurnell, yelded to them the Shell to playe withall. Many other Thyngs 
be accorded to the Scotts, which ſhall much touch the French in Honor, and chiefly 
redound to the Liberty of the Countrey. Two Thyngs have bene to whott for the 
French to medle withall, and therefore they be paſſed over, and left as they found 
them, The firſt is the Matter of Relligion, which is here as freely and rather more 
earneſtly, as I the Secretary thynk, receaved, than in England; a hard Thyng now 
to alter, as it is planted, The ſecond is, the Accord, betwixt your Majeſty and 


Scotland, remayneth in the ſame State that it was, and being motioned by the | 


French Embaſſador to have it diſſolved, the Scotts wold not Accord. 

Theſe two Thyngs, we thynk, will much offend the French; and how they will 
hereafter ſtand, we know not ; but we be well contented to leave them as we found 
them; and yet, if the ſayd Treaty ſhuld not remayne in force, the ſpeciall Poynts 
tending to kepe Frenchmen out of Scotland and ſuch lyke, be well and aſſu redly pro- 
vided for. Thus we be bold in ſome Part to. trouble your Majeſty with our Doings, 
not dowting but when at our retorne your Majeſty and your Counſel! ſhall underſtand 

the whole, our Meanings and Intents ſhall not be difallowed. | 


No for our Proceedings, Yeſterday the Accord betwixt Fraunce and Scotland 


was protracted to very Night, and at laſt concluded, and putt in wryttyng this fore- 
noone, Our Treaty was Veſterdaye redy on both Parts to Signing and Sealing; and 
therin ſtayed untill this Daye, for that we wold have all doone at one Inſtant this 

Daye: Nevertheleſs our Articles for Demolition of Lethe, and removyng of the 
French wer Yeſternight ſigned, ſealed, and delyvered ; but yet they ſhall not be putt 


in execution, untill the Treaty be alſo ſigned this Day. If we fo conclude, we 


ſhall doo our endevor to haſten the Matter to the diſſolving of the Army, 1 the 
Secretary have had ſome care herof, and have taken order both uppon the Sea and 
Land for the furderance herof. 


After the Wrytyng herof this fornoone, we have on all Parts ſigned, ſealed and 


delyvered our Treatyes, that is to faye, betwixt us and the French, and betwixt the

being ſo deare a Frend onto me, as I have alwayes found yow, yow wold wiſhe to 


walke eircumſpectly: And yet althogh I wold be glad to ſe clearly the full Frute 


and Iſſue of all Things I take in Hand, I am to frank in proſecuting when I have 
ones begone, and therin I rather fynd my Fault then can amend it; Thus far my 
owne Part. Now for the Queen my Maiſtreſs, I muſt fay ſomewhat more. What 
ſincerity off trew Meaning and Vehemence off Love towardes yowr Maiſtres, nature 
and couſinage hath wroght in myne, ſence her home comyng, her Countenance ang 
Wordes to her Miniſters, her franknes in writing to herſelf all her Actions, pub. 


like and private, have ſufficiently declared: And if my Teſtimony were receavable 


betwix theyr Majeſtys, I could giff jz/iam cauſam ſcientiæ, that the Thing in this 
World ſhe moſt erneſtly deſyreth, is, to ſee her good Suſter, ſo that by occaſion 
theroff they myght ſpeake and frankly conferre together without Mediatours, and 
that for no Reſpe&, but only for a naturall Affection; which deſyre I truſt her Ma- 
jeſty hes touched in divers her Letters. And this Opinion ſhe hath alwayes, that 
if they two were together ones, none of theyr Subjects on ather Part wold be troub- 
led to compoſe any Differents, that aver have paſſed betwix them off before: Thi 


is moſt trew, and will fo prove in the end. She hath never written, ſpoken, nor ones 
ment the contrary ; which maketh me marvell wheroff it may procead, that the 


Quene yowr Soveraigne, now that ſhe perceaveth wherupon we ſtand, doth ſhew 
herſelff more remiſs. If it be grounded upon any Difficulties mentioned in my Let- 
ters ; then have they produced an effect far divers from that I ment, which was rather 
increaſe off Aﬀection betwix them (1f nede had fo required) then Diminution, For 
her Majeſty's Part, I utered onto yow in my other Letters, that ſhe was ſo fordward 
and erneſtly bent to it, that ſhe reſpected no Conſiderations, Mary, privately I ſome- 


hat noted yow what her Counſallors myght ponder and way in geving Adviſe; which 


Poyntes being any wyſe cleared, Men wold the more boldly proceade. I wrote not 


to that intent yow ſhold think all I write cometh from her Mouth ( ſpecyally when 


I make mention off my owne Opinion, or off Thopinion off others) nor yet write 
of any Thing off her, but that I knew to be trew. If I thought yow did eſteme 


or take my Letters as from herſelff, (ſpecyally whear I make no mention off her) 


I wold otherwyſe frame them. Whear yow write that if I miſlyke the meting be- 
caus off the Perill, I ſhall do well to ſtay it in Tyme; God forbid I ſhold be ane 


Inſtrument off ſo ongodly a Propos, but rather travell at my utermoſt to bring it 
to paſs: Whear yow deſyre me to ſignify ſpedely and playnely what we meane to do; 
for my owne part I wiſhe it, and hope it ſhalbe. The Queen my Maiſtreſs hath 
from the Begyining deſyred it, and yet doth intend it without change. Mary, the 
Meanes how to draw it on muſt be loked to. Yow wold the firſt Motion ſhold 


come from us; that muſt be conſidered : And if it be ſo, how, and in what manner,

| Archibald, who deid after Flowdome Feilde broke the ſame, leving the hole Erl- 
| dome to Heyres generall. The Copie of the Lettre wrytten from the laſt Erle 
to Bellenden, Juſtice Clerk of Scotland, affyrmetht no Intale; nor no Eſtate re- 
manyng in the laſt Erle of Angus, fave onlie the Lyferent, but without his two 
Sonnes, gotten uppon the Lorde MaxwelPs Doughtare his laſt Wyef: And there- 
fore went aboute after there Deatht, to have been entred Heyre to his faid 
two young Sonnes ; and thereafter mynded to have intaled the ſame to this Erle 
of Morfoun, The Lettres for the Aſſurance was ſtope by the faid Syr Johne 
Dixſone ; and ſoe the Sonne of Davie Dowglas, gotten upponn Jobne Clyddiſdales 
Doughtare, is advanſed by Diſcent and Authorite of the Realme to 'Therldome of 
Angus, as neeſt and lawghfull Heyre to his greate Uncle the laſt Erle of Angus. 
Thys Erle of Morton haitht his Warde, and payed therefore nine thowſande Markes 
to the laſt Dovagere under Tayle, and receyveth the Revenus, the young Erle be- 
Ing witht the Duke Chatillaroo: And ſoo noo right remanetht to my Lady Leuenox, 


but inſufficient upon the Devorſment of the Quene hir Mother. - vo 
Underſtande ferther, Syr George Dowglas ſhew to a Jentilman of thys Realme the 
Devorſement under Seale at Berwik, led betvix the Quene of Scotlande, and the laſt 
Erle of Angus, uponn a Precontract witht the Lady Traquaire ; for the which alſoo the 
Quene fawght Therles Deatht. The Devorſement vas affore Therles going into 
Fraunce. The Mariage witht Harry Stewart and the Quene was ſolempniſate, Therle 
of Angus being in the Realme, having the Rule and Authoritie of the fame, withoute 
Tet or contradiction of him. He kept the Lady Traquarre all his Dayes after, and had 
hir witht him at Berwik : My Lady Leuenox was openlie taken and reputed a Baſtarde 
in Scotland.

Alexander Apringill ſayeth, the Lady Mergrete, Suſter to King Henry Theiglt

Scotlande: And had Iflue the Lady Mergrete Douglas, now Lady Leuenox. The 
Quene tuik diſpleaſor at Therle, for that he was geven to the Luſt of the Fl 
witht the Lady Traquare; and was devorſſed from Therle hir Houſbande, and 
alſo ſoought his Death: And then the {aid Quene falleth in Love witht Hary 
Stewart; and he was devorſſed from the Lady Lyſlie his Wyef, and maryed the 
ſaid Quene, and was made Lorde Ruthuen.

as his Wyef all his Lyef, and had Iflue by hir the laſt Lady Ruthuen.

Ne” at laſt by your Letter to me of the 14 hereof received here the 180 of 


the ſame, I well perceive to my good Satisfaction, that my former Letters ſent 
to you by meanes of this French Ambaſſador, have had theire ſafe Recapito, fo as 


not only I have Cawlſe to thancke him for his Gentilnes and good acquittall of Pro- 


meſſe in that behaulf, but alſo to uſe the ſelf meanes of writting to yow hereafter : 
Wherefore towching your Adviſe, that I ſhuld do well to enterteigne his Frendſhip 


and Familiaritie, be ye aſſured that already I have ſo doon, and will contenew it 


where the ſame fo well importithe for bothe Parties, as partely youe have towched. 


This paſſed over, I hertily thancke youe for your fo particular Narration of your 


French Broyles, and occaſion of the ſame. Here the Frenche Ambaſſador was longe 
without Letters, ſuſpecting, as he faid to me, leeſt the Paſſags were empeached. 


Thoſe ſtirrings have here gevyn Matter of great Conſultations Day by Day to this King 


and Counſaile. One Wayes they deviſe howe the Gw0i/ans may be ayded and aſſiſted 
by them, eſteming for Relligion fake that the prevaylment of that Syde importithe 
them as the Ball of theire Eye. Another Wayes they ſtand in a Jelouſie whither 


ttheis Nombers thus aſſembled in Fraunce, may not poſſibly ſhake Hands, ant ſett upon 


the Lowe Cuntries or Navarre, bothe Peecs, apon Confidence of the Peace now being 


diſprovided of Gariſons. So ferfarthe as they here repent the Revocation of the Spaniſhe 


Bands owt of Flanders, which Cuntrey, as I learne by Letters thence, waxethe every 
Day more Inſolent. So as in Caſe the new Buſhops againſt the People's Mynd ſhall 
needs be enſtalled, the Frenche had never ſuche an Opertunyte as they perchanns ſhuld 
fynd at this Inſtant, and ſache as I wold be ſorye to ſee take Place. At all Events

So 
we paſſed on to Auguſte, where they ſhoed and tempted us with divers Inventions 
of ſondry Woorkes, From this Cite we drue nighe the River of Danuly, and in- 
barked at a Towne cauled Pafſaw, going downe the Streame fyrſte in Flotes with 


covered Houſes, which are certayne Fyrre treſe made faſte together with Wythes,

My Lorde and 
all * Majeſtis Servants where furniſhed with Footecloth Horſes; we did ride paſ- 
ſinge throwghe the Cyte to my Lords Lodginge, which is very fayer and nigh the 
Courte, well furniſhed by the Emperor's Appointment, Alſo his Lordſhippes Diet 
and his Traines with Offiſers of ſundry forte to ſerve at all Occaſiones; I have not 
ſene the like. It is acounted great good Will the Emperor's Majeſti ſhoeth to her 
Hightnes. The ayghte of this preſent my Lord was acompaned by Ungeaude the 
Emperor's Marchall, a principall Offiſer, and Smecovite, with other Gentilmen to 
the Preſens of the Emperor, the which I may giuſtly praſe to be a Prince of as 


mutch Magieſty and as mield, with as good Grace in geving Audience, or to in- 


tertaine, as ever I did ſee. In my ſimple Opinion, his firſte Sighte woolde pleaſe any) 
one that ſhoolde cume to his Preſens. As I did ſee him ſtande, my thowght he 
was of the Earles haythe, very well ſhaped, eſſpecially his Legge and Foote; my 
Lord had ſomme Time of Conference with him, and praiſed his manner and choyſe 
Words in his Taulk, I befitche yow, Ser, that yow will accept this my par- 
ticular ſettinge foorth of theſe triflinge Cauſes.

T ne ſeconde Daye, the Queenes Majeſtie's Comyſſioners called Therle of Mur 
rey and others, ſuche as they underſtode to be joyned in Comyſſion on the 


Parte and Behalf of thoſe, which have profeſſed their Obedience to the yonge Prince 
the Queen of Scottes Sonne. To whom in like, after they weare ſet, and the In- 


tent of the Queenes Majeſtie by her Comyſſioners was opened and declared, they 
read and ſhewed her Highnes Comyſſion, demaunding the Sight of theirs. Where- 
unto the Earle of Murray anſweared that at their laſt Parliament, when it was 
thowght that he might not conveniently come himſelfe, it was concluded, that 


divers Noblemen ſhulde be ſent in this Treatie, ſuffyciently authoriſed by Comyflion | 


under the Great Seale of Scotland; notwithſtandinge now, foraſmuche as he was 
preſent himſelf, he thowght himſelf ſufficient warraunt to treate and conclud of 
anie Thinge, whiche ſhoulde be moved in this Treate ; conſyderinge he was faithe- 
fully to promiſe that, whatever ſhoulde be concluded in the ſame, he wolde confirme 
by the Great Seale of Scotland. Howbeit, when he and the reſt perceived that the 
Queenes Majeſties Comyſſioners weare not ſatisfied therewith, they offred to ex- 


Hibitt ample Comyſſion under the Great Seale of Scotlande, to authorize them to 
proceade with her Highnes Comyſſioners accordingly, and fo to geave in a Copie of 


the ſame Comyſſion. After this, the Queenes Majeſties Comyſſioners ſhewed them a 


Forme of an Othe, which her Highnes thowght requiſite to be miniſtred unto them, 


for the better furtherance of all Trouthe in this Treatie ; which when they had read, 


they thanckfully accepted : Notwithſtanding required, they might in ſome Thinge 


alter the ſame. In the Afternoone they browght in the Forme of their Othe by 
them deviſed, ſomwhat differing in Words, but little in effect, from the Forme of 
that whiche the Queenes Majeſties Comyſſioners gave them. The 6th Daye of 
Octobre they delivered to the Queenes Majeſties Comyſſioners their Comyſſion under 
the Great Seale of Scotland, and afterwards alſo ſent a Copie of the fame. This 


Daye al ſo the Comyſſioners on the Parte of the Prince, delivered a Complainte 


againſt the Earle of Huntley, for ſummoninge the Provoſt of Aberdeen, whiche they 
ſaide was againſt promiſe.

pertain, browght in their Opinions and Anſweares thereunto in writinge, as here- 
after followethe. 

The Opinnion of the Queen of Scotts Cumyſlmers, to what Perſon by the Lawes of 
that Realme the Government of the Countrey, and Cuſtodie of the Prince his 
Perſon in his Minoritie doth duely and properly appertaine. 

It is provided by the immutable Lawes and Cuſtome of the Realme of Scotland, 
that whoſomever is neareſt lawfully deſcended of the Kings and Quenes Blud of 
that Realme, beinge of perfect Age, ſhall be Governor to the Kinge or Quene, 


during their Minorities: Howbeit they are not permitted to have the keapinge of 


their Perſons, becauſe they ſhoulde ſuccede to the ſaid Minors. The which hathe 


ever bene inviolably obſerved at all Times, as may appeare by the Hiſtories of Scor- 


land, and of late within our Memorie. As the Duke of Albanye being a Frenchman 


borne, was not alonly declared in Parliament to be the ſecond Perſon, and neareſt to 


ſucceade to the Crown, failinge of the Heires lawfully to be begotten by Kinge James 
the fiveth, of good Memorie, Kinge of Scotland; but alſo by the ſame Reaſon was 
declared to be Governor of that Realme duringe his Minoritie; and at the ſame

W HEN I came to Colſell, a Town in Cheſter way, I underſtood that Tathury From the 


Caſtell was not above half a Days Journey out of my way. Finding the Original. 


Winde contrary, and having ſomewhat to ſay to my Lord of Shreweſbery, toch- 
ing the County of Wexford, I tooke poſt Horſes, and came thether abowte five of 
the Clocke in the Evening, where I was veray frendly receyved by the Erle. 
The Queene of Scotts underſtanding by his Lordſhip, that a Servant of the 
Quenes Majeſties of ſome Creditt was come to the Houſe, ſemed deaſyrous to 


ſpeak with me, and therupon came furthe of her Privy-Chamber into the Preſens 


Chamber, where I was, and in veray curteiſe manner bade me welcom, and aſked 
of me, howe hir good Syſter did, I told hir Grace that the Quenes Majeſtic (God 
be praiſed) did veray well, ſaving that all hir Felicities gave place to ſome natural! 
Paſſions of Greif, which ſhe conceaved for the Deathe of hir Kinſwoman, and 
goode Servant the Lady Knolls ; and howe by that Occaſion hir Highnes fell for a 


while, from a Prince waunting nothing in this World, to private Morning, in 


which ſolitary Eſtate being forgettfull of hir awne Helthe, ſhe tooke cold, wher- 


with ſhe was muche trowbled, and wherof ſhe was well delivered. 


This much paſt, ſhe harde the Ergli/he Sarvice with a Booke of the Pſalnes i in 
Engliſhe in hir Hand, which ſhe ſhowed me after. When Sarvice was done, hir 
Grace fell in Talke with me of ſundry Matters, from ſix to ſeven of the Clocke, 
beginning firſt to excuſe hir ill Eng/;/he, declaring hir ſelf more willing then apt to 
lerne that Lan guage ; howe the uſed Tranſlations as ameane to attayn it; and 7 5 
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AD. 1568. Mr. Vice ' Chamberlayn was hir good Scole-Maſter: From this ſhe returned back 
Vo again to talke of my Lady Knolls. And after many Speches paſt to and fro of that 


Gentilwoman, I perceyving hir to harpe muche upon her Departure, ſayd, that the 


long Abſence of hir Huſband, (and ſpecially in that Article) togither with the Fer. 
vency of hir Fever, did greatly further hir End; waunting nothing els that either 
Art, or Mans helpe could deviſe for hir Recovery ; lying in a Princes Cort nere hi 
Perſon, where every Owre hir carefull Eare underſtoode of hir Eſtate, and where 
alſo ſhe was veray often viſited by hir Majeſties awne comfortable Preſens: And 
ſayd merely, that, althoughe hir Grace were not culpable of this Accydent, yett ſhe 
was the Cauſe without which ther being aſſunder had not hapned. She ſayd, ſhe was 
veraye ſorry for hir Death, becauſe ſhe hoped well to have bene acquaynted with hir 


I perceyve by my Lord of Shreweſbery, ſayd ſhe, that ye goo into Irlande (whiche is 


a trowbleſom Cuntry) to ſerve my Syſter there: I do ſo Madame; and the chicks - 
trowble of land proceedes from the North of Scotland, throwe the Erle of ., 


gile's Supportation ; wherunto ſhe litle annſwered. 

I aſked hir, how ſhe liked hir Change of Ayre : She ſayd, if it might have pleaſed 
hir good Siſter to lett hir remeyn where ſhe was, ſhe woulde not have removed 
for Change of Ayre, this Tyme of the Yere; but ſhe was the better con tentyd 
therwith, becauſe ſhe was come ſo muche the nerer to hir guid Syſter, whom ſhe 
deſyred to ſee above all Things, if it might pleaſe hir to grannt the fame.

hir ſelf rather princelike intertayned, then hardly reſtrayned of any Thin ge, that 
was fitt for hir Graces Eſtate: And for my awne Parte did wiſhe hir Grace mekely 
to bowe her Mynde to God, who hathe put hir into this Scole, to lerne to knowe 
him to be above Kings and Princes of this World; with ſuche other like Speches 
as Tyme and Occaſion then ſerved ; whiche ſhe veray gentilly accepted, and Con-

{mall Matters to move ſedicious Brutes : We have thought good to ſignifie unto you 
that hir Majeſtie hath not ment any wiſe towards the ſaid Duke of Norfolk, any 
Maner of Thing to him offenſeve; but only upon his comyng to the Courte, to

to theire Dutie, as by the Grace of God (while Lief laſteth) we and all that we 
have ſhalbe. But bicauſe we may be the more able to ſerve your Majeſtie, and that 


our doings may be the better warranted, we humbly defire your Majeſtie that it 


wold pleaſe you to give us ſuche Warraunte for the levying of Men, as the Lawes . 
of your Realme doth requyre. Thus with humble Remembraunce of our Duties 


we humblie take our leave, beſeching God to preſerve your Majeſtie for ever.

this mene Tyme for this and uther Reſpectis differred. Thus perſawing the Delay, 


moved me to confer with dyvers of my Lordis the Nobilite, and Counſell, general- 


ly; mening hawely my Myſtres Cauſeis, and deſyring to know of thame, yf thir 
Offeris, maid be me to the Quenis Majeſty for Surety of the Title, could not fully ſa- 


tisfay hir Majeſtie, that of there Goodnes they wold ſchaw unto me what wald ſatisfie 


hir Majeſtie, and J would procure the Quene my Myſtres to agree thairto. Quho 
anſuered to me, that my Articulis and Offeris was ouer generall; and it behuiffed me 
to condiſcend more ſpecially: Qhairthrout I did declare to the Quenis Majeſtie at that 
ſame Tyme and to dyvers of my Lordis of the Counſell, that the Quene my Myſ- 
tres was contented to become als obedient. unto her Majeſtie, not only as her 
awn natural Siſter or Dochter, bot as any of the Ladies being. in her Majeſties 
Company; beſecking thairfore her Majeſtie to admitt and reſſawe her to'remane in 
her Majeſteis awn Cumpany, whare ſho micht diſpone apon her at her Majeſties 


Pleſour; not douting bot her Majeſtie wold do honorablie for her, as for hir moſt 


tendre Conſignes. And fo thinking my Lord Lecefter to have more Knowlege 
nor utheris, of that might pleaſe the Quenis Majeſtie, I addreſſed me unto his Lord- 
ſhip; moving in Conference to him, yf the beſtowing of the Quene my Myſtres in

None conferred with him but the Duke onely. 
In the Moneth of July was the Tyme of his Speache with the ſaid Elles For 
the Places; with the Erle of Suſſex at Tynmowth ; the Erle of Northumberland be- 
twene Topliff and York ; the Erle of Weſtmorland at his Hous of Bramſpith, weyting 


uppon the Erle of Swſſcx thether ; and with the Erle of Derby at Knolleſley. 


The Conference with the Erle of Suſſex, was onely a Meſſage to him from the 
Duke by Cantrell ; which was, that the Duke having a greate Matier moved unto 
et hym, thowght good to make hym previe therunto becauſe he was his Kinſman and 


his Frend. The Matier was, the Duke was moved by the Erles of Arundel 


Penbroke and Leiceſtre, for a Mariage betwene him and the Quene of Scotts. Re- 
quiring him to advertiſe the Duke, what he thowght good in it: The Erles Aunſ- 
were was, © that it ſemed ſtraunge to hym that Maters were ſo come abowte nowe ;

e ſome Deviſe to bring the Duke in the Quenes Majeſties Diſpleaſure. And the Erle

W. have receaved your Lettres of the 7th of this Moneth, with Copies of the 

Lettres ſent unto you from Therles of Northumberland and Weſtmorland ; the 
Manner wherof we do not allowe: And yet conſidering the former Comandement 
was to them for their coming to you for certen our Affaires there, without expreſ. 
ſing the Cawſe of their ſendinge for to be, to come to us; we are the rather moved 
not to be without ſome Hope of a better Conſideration in them, when they ſhall 

perceave that your ſending for them is upon our Comandement, to come to us, 

And if they ſhall ſend you any dilatory Anſwer to your laſt Lettres, which you ment 
to ſend as Yeſterday, then our Pleaſure is, yow ſhall ſend to them theſe ſeverall Let- 
tres figned with our owne Hand according to their Directions, by the which we do 
expreſſely charge them upon their Allegiance to make their repaire unto us, as ſhall 
appeare unto you by a Copy therof, which we ſend unto you herwith, 

In this Matter we can preſcribe nothing preſently unto you, becauſe of the haſty 
returning of your Servaunt ; finding your owne Determination fo faithfull and re- 
ſolute for our Service, as we can not find any Thing upon the preſent, better then 
to committ the good Order hereof to your owne Diſcretion ; wiſhing that you had 

reſpect, in the providing for the Surety of Quietnes there, to precede as ſecurely as 
may be, untill you find Occaſion by any Workings to the contrary. And for more 
ample Authority and Comiſſion we meane to ſend it you by the next; warranting 
you in the meane Seaſon by theſe Preſents to aſſemble, levy and arme any of our 
BY Subjects, or to do any other Thing mete for Preſervation of our Peace againſt 


any Diſorder. 
And likewiſe we meane to give Order how ye ſhall bs provided of Munition and 


Armour. And fo becawſe of Haſte at this preſent, we torbeare to wryte any furder, 
10 Novembre, 1569.

R IGHT truſty and welbeloved Couſyn, we grete you well, Foraſmuche 28 
I wee doo by ſundrie Meanes underſtande, that ſume evill Intention hath byn 
of late diſcovered in certayne of our unnaturall Subjects in the North Partes of this 
our Realme, tending to Rebellion and to the Troble and Diſquiet of our State; which 
if it ſhoold not be ſubſtancially looked unto in Tyme might eaſely growe to farther 
inconvenience: Wee have thought good for the better and more ſpedy meting there. 
with to appoint you forthwith to repayre with as good Deligence as you may, unto 
our Towne of Neucaſtle. Where at your comming, uppon the Underſtanding of 
the State of that Countrie, and adviſedly waying with your ſellf what you {hall 
think meeteſt to bee doon for the Furtherance of our Service, and meting with all 
Inconveniences that might be offred, you ſhall doo well to conſider, whether it ſhall 
be fyt for you to remayne at our ſayd Towne of Newcaſtle, or to repayre unto our 
Towne of Barwik, and therein to do as the State and Circumſtance of Things pre- 
ſently there ſhall gyve you Cauſe ; having that regarde to the Safetie of both Places 
that ſhall be neceflarie; and for that Purpoſe to bring' or call unto you ſuche 
Bands of Men either owt of our ſayd Towne of Baruib, or owt of our Countye

And albeit wee cannot but very greatly commende your Advertiſements of the 

Ute of Things preſently there; yet bycauſe there bee ſume Points of your fayd 
tters, which we woolde, for our better Satisfaction had byn more particularly 

expreſſed, and were perhappes for lack of Tyme by you omitted; we have thought 
convenient both to note the ſame hereby perticulerly unto you, to thende you may 
by your next ſatisfye us in the ſame; and allſo, to anſwer the other Partes of your 
Letters for your better Proceding ad Direction.

Matters offenſyve, but, as they were perſwaded, not perillous to Sg 
we fynde not that you make any perticular mention, either what theſe Matters 
that they fyrſt attemptyd to deale in ar, or what the Names of thoſe that per- | 
ſwaded them thereunto, and were theyr cheef Counſellor thereunto, be; of all which 
Points it had byn very neceſſary we had been particularly advertiſed ; and fo we re. 
quire you we may be, as ſone as Commoditie may ſerve. You alſo note, emongſt 
other Things touched in your ſayd Letters, that theſe Rebells do make Re. 
ligion to be the Shewe of theyr Enterpriſe, where in very deede, as your ſellf 
well knoweth, theyr Intention is grounded uppon an other Deviſe: And 
therefore we think it neceſſarie, and ſo doo require you, that, aſwell by your awne 
Declaration and Speeche unto the Gentlemen of that Countie, as by any other 
Meanes and Wayes that you can beſt devyſe, you doo earneſtly and effectually pub- 
liſhe and notifye unto the whole Countie, how untrue this Pretence is: Letting 
them plainely underſtande, as the Truthe is indeede, that theſe Rebells have no- 
thing ſo much to Hart, nor ſeeke any other Thing fo gredely in this theyr trayte- 
ous Enterpriſe, as the ſubduing of this Realme under the Yoke of foraine Prin. 
cis, to make it the Spoile of Strangers, as by Practices long fins hathe not bin 
unknowen, and ſo.brede the Diſtruction of our faythfull and loving Subjects; and under 
Colour of Religion, to bring this and other theyr ſedicious and lewde Intentions to paſſe, 
to the manifeſt Contempt of Almighty God, to the Troble and Danger of our 
Eſtate, and utter Deſolation, Spoyle and Ruyne of our whole Realm, as far foorth as 
as in them lyeth: Which it is the rather lykely they will not ſpare to doo, for that 
the one of the Earles themſells hath alredy ſo waſtfully ſpoyled his awne Patrimonie, 
as he will not let to ſpoyle and conſume all other Men's that he may cume by. We 
perceyve allſo how diligently you doo prepare to aſſemble a convenient Force to ſup- 
preſſe the Force of the Rebells, and that you doo intende to be with the ſame in the 
Feelde, and within twelve Myles of Branſby, the 21* of this preſent : Your Reſo- 
lution wherein we doo very well allowe, and require you in any wyſe to go forwards 
with the ſame, whiche you ſhall nowe the eaſelier and better bring to paſſe, hav- 
ing our Commiſſion of Lieutenancie, which we doubt not is before this Tyme cume 
to your Hands, In the proſecuting of which Enterpriſe, we think it ſhall be well 
doon that you uſe all good Foreſyght and Circumſpection, ſpecially in this Point, 
that if you ſhall fynde your ſellf to be of ſuche Strength, which we truſt you 
ſhall have no.Cauſe to doute, as you may with Advantage ſett uppon the Rebells 
without Delay of Tyme, that you then gyve the Adventure uppon them: But yf 
contrarywyſe you ſhall fee any Diſadvantage, or that you doo fynde your ſellf over 
weike at this Tyme to meete with them, then we wolde you uſed ſuche convenient 
means to intertayne the Rebells with Talk and other Deviſes, as may beſt ſerve for the 
drawyng foorth of Tyme, untill our Couſyn of Hunſabn may be cume to the 
Place, where he may back and aſſyſt you with ſuche Force, as he is appointed to 
provyde for that Purpoſe, whiche, we miſtruſt not, ſhall be very ſhortly : Which

Horſſemen that you have prepared for this Service, yet, conſidering that the Uſe .= 


Horſſemen is moſt neceſſarie for any ſpedy Execution, we miſtruſt not but you 
have good regarde thereto, and have provyded thereafter as muche as you conveniently 
may. The Doubt that you have conceyevd of the Stedfaſtnes of our Subjects of 
that Countie, that ar to goo with you in this Service, ſemeth ſumewhat ſtrange unto 
us; for allthough wee doo well enough conſider that emongſt a great Multitude, 
ſume may perhappes for privat Reſpects, forgett theyr Duty towards us ; yet doubt 
wee not but wee have a great Nomber of faythfull and truſty Subjects, both Gen- 
tlemen and others in that Countrie; and doo not miſtruſt but you will make Choyce 


of thoſe that bee by reaſonable Conjectures moſt lykely to contynue in theyr Duty and 


Faythfullnes towards our Service. And in Caaſe you ſhall have any probable 
Cauſe to miſtruſt any particuler Perſon, we knowe your Wyſdome and Conſidera- 
tion to be ſuche, as you both can and will ſo provyde, either by forbearing to uſe 


| theyr Service, or by ſome other Meanes, as they ſhall not be hable to doo any 
Hurt to our Service. And herein good Regarde wolde be had to lay. diligent Wayt 


for the intercepting of all Eſpialls or any other ſedicious Perſon that might privilie, 
or by any coulourable Meanes, reſorte to your Syde to ſtir any Mutinie amongſt thoſe 
that ſerve under you; of which Sorte of People, if any ſuche may be cume by, 
you ſhall doo well, by the ſpedy Execution of two or three of them, to make an 
Example of Terror to others of their Nature and Qualitie. And for any forrayne 
Attempt or Inconvenience that may be offred or doubted of at thys Tyme, wee will 


cauſe ſuche good and ſubſtanciall Ordre to be taken owt of Hand (God willing) both 


by Sea and Land, as there ſhall be no Cauſe (by God's Grace) to miſtruſt any 
Hurt that Wayes. And for the more Suretie wee have determined to ſend our Com- 


miſſions for Lieutenancie throughowt the ſeverall Shires of our Realme, and have 


alredy ſent forth thoſe that ſhall ſerve for the Shires next adjoyning unto you; 


that is to ſay, into our Counties of Lyncoulne, Nottingham, Darby, Stafford, Lan- 


caſhire and Cheſhire, for your better Strength and Backing. We fynde alſo emongſt 


other Points of your Letter, in laying open unto us the State of theſe preſent Trobles, 


and the Conſideration that may be had in two Degrees, for the dealing in the ſame, 
that you put us in remembrance on the one Syde, what may bee hoped for, by 
granting Pardon unto the Earles and theyr Partakers; and on the other, what may 
be doubted of by hazarding of Battayle againſt deſperat Men. And truly as we have 
byn allwayes of our awne Nature inclyned to Mercie, and have ſhewed and con- 
tynued the ſame from the fyrſt Begyning of our Reigne ; (Peradventure in farther 


Degree then might well ſtande with the Suretie of our Eſtate and Perſon:) Yet in 


2 Matter that toucheth us ſo nere, we can in no wyſe fynd it convenient to grant 
Pardon or other ſhewe of Favor unto thoſe, that doo not humblie and earneſtly

Fynally, lyke as we doubt nothing of your Perſeverance 
in the Fidelite that wee have allwayes founde in your Service towards us, lo doo wee 
take in very good Parte, your conſtant Affirmation thereof, uſed at this Tyme 
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A.D.1569. in the Ende of your Letter, and doo make no leſſe Accompt thereof, then it 
well deſerveth.

Hiri, The Quenes Majeſtie hath not ſuch Aſſurance by Allyance, ether of Blood 
or of Amytye, of any ftrang Prince, as hir Progenitors have had. For wherof 
long Contynuance, France and Burgundy, and France and Spayn, wer commonly 
at Inmyte, and therby allweiſe on of them ſought, for ther own Defence, to be al- 
lyed with England, and that for the moſt Part was Burgandy, in reſpect that France 


was allyed with Scotland; now they both ar ſo combyned, (ſpecially even in that Na- 
ture of Allyance, that is moſt contrariooſs to the Crown of England, which is to 


avance the Sea of Roome, ) that not only none of them doth deſyre the Amyty of 
England, but ar rather bent to dayly Quarrells, and certenly intend tlie Overthrow 
of the Quenes Majeſty of England; and this Lack of Allyance being evidently ſcene 
to the World, maketh many moor, both abrode and at home, more careleſs of hir 
Majeſty. Ther ar alſo ſondry other Imperfections, even at home, wherof ſome be 
ſuch as they ar very dangerouſs; fome other ar rather Lacks, and fo to be ſup- 
plyed with Care and Dilligence. 

The firſt Kynd of theſe conſiſt in a Diſſolution of Government, by which the 
Sgength, that ſhuld ſerve the Quenes Majeſty, is waſted or febled, and the contra- 
ry is increaſed. Firſt the Service of God and the ſyncere Profeſſion of Chriſtian 
Relligion 1s much of late decayed, and in Place therof, partly Papacy, and partly 
Paganiſm, and Irrelligion ar crept in. And this happeneth as well by long Proſpe- 
rite, as by Negligence i in Superiors, that ſhuld gyve good Example, not only in 
Words but in Dedes; and herby is the Strength of hir Majeſties Enemyes more in- 
creaſed, than wer convenient to be made open to the World. 

Secondly, The Adminiſtration of the cyvill Pollycy is alſo weakened ; for the Aw 
and Reverence to Magiſtrats is vaniſhed awey ; Youth and the inferior State wil 
have the Reputation of Age and Superiorety. _ 

The Imperfections, that appear to be counted Lacks, confiſt in the Weakneſs of 
the whole Realme in the martiall Eſtate therof; wherin the Realme is become ſo 
feble by long Peace, as it wer a fearfull Thing to imagyn, if the Enemyes War 

at Hand to affayle the Realme, of what Force the Reſiſtance wold be.

If the- Cauſes of the Prolongation of theſe Dangers untill this Tyme be ſerched, it 
ſhall appeare that, when they ſhall ceſs, the Dangers muſt nedes follow with 
Sede. The Quenes Majeſty, whoſe Reign being conſidered as God hath bleſſed it 
with a long Peace, ſo ſhall it appear that the external Cauſe therof hath happen- 
end rather by Accidents of them that ſhud have moved Warr, than by Pollycy 
of any Strength to ſtey Warr ; as for Example : In the former Part of hir Majeſties 


Reign, the ſodden Deth of the French King Henry; the Diſſenſion following in 


France, betwixt the Houſes of Burbun and Guiſe; and therin the Troobles in Scor- 
land betwixt that Nation and the French that intended to have poſſeſſed that Realm; 


and the King of Spayn being occupyed with Defence of his Poſſeſſions in the Le- 


want Seas, firſt ageynſt the Moors, and than, after that, for Defence of Malta; 
after that happened the Warrs in Hungary, wherwith the King of San was alſo 
deteyned to regard the fame; and then the Troobles aryſing in Flanders for the 


King of Spayn, and conſequently in France betwixt the Hous of Guiſe and Burdon: 


Whyleſt all theſe had Contynewance, ſome Tyme all togither, ſome Tyme by In- 
terruptions, but not utterly ceſſed, ther was no Tyme for them to offer any Troobles 
to England; and yet how many unkynd Parts have bene ſhewed, both by France 
and Spayne, is not to be overpaſſed; that, in ſuch Tymes, when they cold not 
for ther own particular Troobles intend to do Exgland any open Hurt, yet they 
did otherwiſe (as they might) ſhew Spyte, at ſondry Tymes. How lightly hath 
France regarded ſondry frendly Meſſages and Adviſes from the Quenes Majeſty, 
tending to be a Meane for Peace? How uſed they both Sir Nich. 7. brockmorton 
and Sir Thomas Smith? How gat they away ther Hoſtages contrary to Promiſe ? 


How have they waſted to Deth a gret Nomber of poor Soldiors in ther Gallyes at 
Marſeilles, notwithſtanding ther many fayre Words? How did they delude the 


Quenes Majeſty with ſteylyng and deteyning of d'Eftrilles a lefull Priſoner ; the 
Manner of avancing of the Quene of Scotts Tytle ageynſt the Quenes Majeſty, may 

As for the Amytye of the Hows of Burgundy or Spayue towards the Quenes 
Majeſty, or to the Crown of England, one ſpeciall Thing of gret Moment is to be 
conſidered, than when, for the King's Sake, England was brought into Warr 
with France and Scotland, in which Warrs France got away the Towne of Calliſe, 
the King of Spayne wold enter into no Warr with Scotland, though he wer many 
Tymes therto ſolicited : And at the making of the Peace at Caſteau in Cambray, 
wher he recovered for hymſelf all manner of Things that had bene conquered both 


from the Emperor Charles and hymſelf in the Warrs; and in lyke manner he pro- 


cured Reſtitution to the Duke of Sqvey of his Dukedome, wherof the French King 
had in former Years conquered a gret Part: Nevertheleſs the ſayd King of Spayn 
wold not employ his Labors nor his Greatneſs at that Tyme to recover Callis tor 
England, which was loſt by his Occaſion, but left it to ſtand upon Bonds in writ- 
ing; by which A& he made a playn Demonſtration of his Lack of Amyty to the 
Crown of England, contrary to all ancient Allyance with the Houſe of Burgundy ; 
and therin, did rather ſhow his evil Will for all Things conſidered, he hymſelf, 
for his Low-Contrees, ſhuld have had more Comoditie to have had it in the Poſ- 


ſeſſion of England, then to leave it to the French. Beſide this, how did the King 
of Spayn favour the French when they wer at Leth, by ſending Ambaſſadors to hir 


Majeſty, 
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ayding of the Scotts to expell the French out of Scotland; wherunto if ſhe had than 
yelded, Scotland had bene to hir at this Daye, a France, without a Sea to defend 
his Force and Enmyre.

Furthermore, it is not unknown how the Kyng hath mayntened of long Tyme 
in his Court a Nombre of Ergh/hmen, being notoriooſs Contemnors and Deſpiſers 
of the Quenes Authority: How the Cont de Feria did uſe the Erle of Arundel}: 
How the Quenes Majeſty's Ambaſſador, Mr. Man, was diſhonorably uſed, and ſpe- 
cially by the arrogant Mallice of the faid Cont de Feria uppon ſom Diſpleaſure: How 


ſlanderoſs Books and Hiſtories have bene printed and publiſhed ageynſt the Quenes 


Majeſty, it is over manifeſt a Token of Mallice. 
In the Low Country, how audaciooſsly was attempted in the Plage Tyme to ſtay 
our Traffick of Merchandiſe, to have made a Mutyne at home; how was hir Ma- 


| jeſty forced to agree uppon a Dyett at Bruges, whyther ſhe ſent hir Ambaſſadors 


to hir great Chardg, and Diſhonor; the lyke ſhe was dryven to do twoo Yeres 
before that into Spayne, whan the Viſcount Montagu was ſent thyther ; wher, on 
the other Syde no maner of Honor or Courteſy hath bene ſhewed by any Meſſage 
or Ambaſſador from that King to hir Majeſty. And now laſtly, what Strangnes hath 


the Duke of Alva ſhewed ſence his coming ſo neare Hande, gyving no Demon- 


ſtration, ether by Meſſage or Lettre to hir Majeſty, though his Eſtate was in 
Dout at his firſt coming, and the Quenes Majeſty was ſollicited to have gyven Ayde 
to the Prynce of Orreng : Which if ſhe had, it is well known how diſadvantagious 
it had bene to the Duke; and being not don, it therfore deſerved Thanks; which 


they wold not acknowledge. In the End, it is ſeen how raſhly and diſhonorably 
he hath made this generall Arreſt, and how cruelly it is uſed towards the Quenes 


Subjects. How audaciouſsly alſo the Ambaſſador Reſident hath ſhewed hymſelf, 
being the Duke of Alva's Creature, is not unknowne. 


Theſe Parts doo manifeſtly declare not only a Lack of Synceryte in theſe two 


Monarquees the next Neighbors, but an abundance of Contempt: And ſeing it is 


ſo manifeſt in the Tyme of ther own Difficulties, it cannot be, but the ſame will 


abound, when they ſhall be rydd of ther own Troobles : Nam ſi fic in viridi, quid 


fiet in arido? Wherfor it is to be conſidered how theſe Perrills doo approche, ſe- 


ing now it appears that theſe two Monarchees, which alweiſs in former Ages wer 
wont to be at varyance, ar now accorded ; and both not only alienated in good 


Will, but rather inflamed with Diſpleaſure ageynſt the Quenes Majeſty and hir 
Crown. If therfor no Man have Cauſe to dout of the evill Will, ther reſteth no 


more but to conſider how ther Oppertunities will ſerve; and, whan the fame fo 
ſhall, whyther ther Wills to doo harm to England, ſhall not be augmented with 
new Accidents. Tt is ſeen that theſe two Monarchees have no meaning to come to

Than followeth the Decaye of Obedience in Cyvill Pollycy; ; which being com- 
pared with the Fearfullneſs and Reverence of all inferior Eſtats to their Superior 
in Tymes paſt, will aſtoniſh any wiſe and conſiderate Perſon to behold the Deſpe- 
ration of Reformacion. 

The other Imperfections that may be accompted in the N ombre or N ature of 
Lacks, are not only the Decay of the martial State from that hath bene, but prin- 

cipally the Lack of Augmentacion therof, to be equall with the Forrayn, or at 


| leaſt hable to withſtand the ſame : This is a large Place to behold and lament. 


Than followeth the Means of the approching of theſe Dangers, and the Proog 
therof ; for which reſpect the more Haſte wold be made of the Remedyes to with. 


ſtand them. And thus having breefly repeated the Heads of the Premiſes, iti; 
good to peruſe all the Means to withſtand them or to prolong them, wherin though 
many Things ſhall be recited, yet it is certain that many moo may be therto added; 
and though ſome of them may ſeme ſmall and light, yet therof no Contempt muſt 
be made; for as to engendre great Dangers many Sparks ar ſene, ſo to diſolve them 
many Engyns muſt be ſought; and no more is to be neglected of a good Governor, 
the admytting of ſmall Aydes and Remedyes, than is, of a Captayn or Maſter of 1 
Shipp, the having in redynes, and the uſyng of the ſmalleſt taklyng or meaneſt and 
ſympleſt Inſtrument in a Shipp, which, conſidered of it ſelf, is many tymes not 
worth lyftyng up, but in Tyme of Service found very neceſſary.

HAN we conſider with ourſelues, how it hath pleaſed Almighty God of his 

abundant Goodneſs to bleſs his good Creatures our Subjects in all our Domi- 
nions with ſuch a generall Quietnes and Peace, as the like hath not ben ſeene in 
theis our Kyngdoms in many Ages, untill this laſt Yere (which was after the Tyme 
of eleven full Yeres of our Reigne,) that an unnaturall commotion of certen of our 
Subjects in a Part of our Realme in the North, was by certen lewde Practiſes of 
ſome few ſecretly ſtirred upp; and yet by Goddes Goodnes, with the Faythfullneſß 
of our trew Subjects ſhortly ſuppreſſed and quieted : We find it neceflary that, as 
we are moſt bound to render unto the fame our good God the whole Prayſe and 
Honour for theſe his Bleſſings uppon us and our Dominions, and for the ſame to 
continew thankfull; ſo ought we alſo in reſpect of our princely Charg, to conſider 
both how this Interruption of the Courſe of fo univerſall, long, and continuall in- 


ward Peace hath hapened; and how alſo by Godds Favor and Aſſiſtance it may be 


provided, that the like Occaſions hereafter be not miniſtred by ſeditious Perſons, ' 


| whoſe Nature cannot, nor as yet doth ceſs to imagyn and contryve ſecret Meanes to 


make Alteration of the Quietnes, wherunto of his Goodnes our Realme is now 
ageyn reſtored. 85 


And therfore, whereas it hath appeared unto us, that although in ſome part there 
wanted not externall Incytements and Provocations to animate and ſtirr our People 
to withdrawe their naturall Dutyes from us and our Laws, and to enter into Rebel- 
lions; yet could not the ſame ſo have prevayled, if there had not ben alſo therwith 
joyned ſecret Practiſes of other malicious Perſons, partly being our Subjects born and 
partly reſiding within our Realme; who had conningly and with collorable un- 


truthes, firſt inveagled twoo of our Nobility (the Some ſo few as the ſame exced- 


ed not two) with a falſe Feare of our Indignation towards them, even whan in 


dede we did certenly and very well favor and allow of them; and next, that abuſed 
another Sort and gretar Nombre with falſe Perſwaſions of ſome generall Severity, 


intended by us and our Miniſters againſt them, only in Reſpect of Opinions in Rel- 


ligion, whan no ſuch Thing did appeare or was any wiſe by us ment or thought 


of; and laſtly, intyced the Vulgar and comen forte to fanſy ſome Novelltyes and 
Changees of Lawes and Rulors, as the ordinary High Waye to all ſenſuall and un- 


ruly Liberty, which commenly the Ignorant covett, though it ever hath ben and 
will be moſt of all to their own Deſtruction. 


For theſe Cauſes thus manifeſtly appearyng to us, notwithſtanding that the whol} 


Courſe of our Actions in our Government, from the Begynning of our Reign, if 


they were obſerved and reduced into Memory, might ſerve to teach and certify all 


Sorts of our Subjects to underſtand, and to beware hereafter of ſuch hlynd inveaglings, 


crafty abuſings and perilloſs Inticements of our People, (as in dede the fame did ſo 


work univerſally in all other Partes of our Realme) by proof of the Conſtantye and 


that ſmall portion which our Rebells occupyed by Force: For that whan molt Vants 


were vaynly made by our Rebells, that great Nombers both of our Nobles and Com- 
mons were confederated, and wold take part with them, ther was good prooff made 


not only of the Conſtancy of all the reſt of our Nobillity in all other Parts of our 
Realme, both by their Dedes and Wordes ; but of the Redines of all other our Sub- 
jects to ſerve us with their Lives againſt that ſmall Portion of the reſt that were 


ſtyrred to rebell: Yet our abundant Goodnes toward the quiett State of our good

| willing Service of all the reſt of our Subjects, both Noblemen and others, faving only 
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A. D. 1559. Subjects, and for the Deſire we have by ſome publick Admonitions to ſtay all Sorts ˖ 
from the Danger to be heraſter ſeduced and abuſed with ſuch lyke untruthes, we 
will that it be breefly underſtand, both what our former Intentions have ben in our 
Government, platt contrary to the untrew Reports invented and ſecretly, ſcattered by | 
malicious ſeditious and trayterous Perſons; and what Courſe we intend by Godd's 
Grace to hold towards all Perſons, except by contrary Behavor and Contempt of | 

any of our Subjects, we ſhall be induced to make alteration therin. 
Firſt, We doo all Perſons to underſtand, that of our owne naturall Diſpoſition | 
(through Godd's Goodnes) we have ben always deſirous to have the Obedience of | 
{ 


all our Subjects of all Sorts, both hygh and low, by Love and by Compulſion; by 
their owne yelding and not by our exaCting ; allowyng that which was well ſayd by 
a wiſe Prince of the Greks; that Kyng to be in moſt ſuerty that ſo ruled over his 
« Subjects, as a Father over the Children.” And therfor by God's Grace we may 
boldly ſaye, that ther is no on Example in our whole Dominions to be produced, 
that we ever by any Meanes fowght the Lift, the Blood, the Goods, the Howſees, 
States or Lands of any Perſon in any Eſtate or Degree; nor yet procured or ſuffred 
any Deviſion or Diſcord to be ſtyrred or mayntened betwixt our Nobilite, amongſt 
themſelves, or betwixt on Eſtate and other, for any our own Aveng, Proffit, or 
Pleaſure : Matters not otherwiſe to be remembred by our ſelves, but with humble 
Thanks to acknowledge theſe Bleſſings to be the mere Gifts of God, and therwith 
to declare the rare Felicitee of our Tymes, and to reteyne the Continbance of our 
Subjects Love towardes us, to the Honor of Almighty God, and to the 3 
of common Tranquillite in our Realme. | 
And notwithſtanding this our naturall and private Dulcenes, yet we have not, 
for the Publick, and for Conſervation of commen Peace, and Lawe, mutually be- 
twixt our Subjects of all Eſtats, neglected to our Power the due and derect Admi- | 
niſtration of Juſtice for the ſuppreſſing of Malefactors in all particuler criminall 
Cauſes; having alſo therwith had carefull conſideration to deminiſn and avoyd the 
Multitude of ſuch Offenders, wherwith this Age generally in all Contreys abound- 
eth; in ſuch fort as by Records may appere that the Judges criminall of our 
Realme have in no Tyme given fewer bloody Judgments. In other Cauſes that 
have bene commenly afore tymes, and ar to be ſeene in this Tyme (the more to be 
lamented) offenſive in ſome Monarchys; as in waſting of all Sorts of People by 
wilfull and contynuall Warres, ether Forrayn or Cyvill; or empoveriſhing of the 
Subjects by perpetuall and new deviſed Aſſiſees, Taxes, Gabells, or ſuch other 
Exactions: We wold it were well and juſtly conſidered, that firſt, we never yet be- 
gan Warr with any Prince or Contrey, nether uſed Force and Arms but defenſyve; 
and not thoſe at any Tyme untill ſuch evident neceſſity (though not ſene to the vul- 
gar Sort) compelled us ether to prevent, or defend forrayn Forces, levyed to the 
manifeſt Danger of our Realme; as, without ſuch Proviſions, it was manifeſt that 
notable Invaſions had ben made into the Realme both by Land and Sea, and thoſe ſo 
dangerous as no Man's Judgment can comprehend. In execution wherof, whatſo- 
ever extraordinary Charges our good Subjects either privatly in Service with their 
Bodyes, or comenly in Contributions by Subſedyes, or ſuch like, (which as we 
know hath not bene ſmall, fo yet nether fo frequent nor grevooſs as hath bene in 
ſondry our Progenitors tymes, even to maynteyne Warres abrode, ſought, and long 
contynewed without neceſſity) manifeſt alſo it is, that we have of our owne proper 
Demayne and Revenews of our Crowne, not forborne to expend that which hath 
bene both honorable and neceſſary; and the Succeſſes of theſe Enterpriſees being 


welt conſidered, none can juſtly ſaye, that the Reale hah loſt — Honor or 0 
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Welch, and all other worldly Felicitees, which our People do and may enjoye, and 
the contraryes ; as contynuall and univerſall bloodſheds, burnyngs, ſpoyly 595 1 


dres, exactions and ſuch lyke, properly conjoyned with Civill Warrs in other Con- 


trees; all which we wiſh to ceſs, thrug the Mercyes of Almighty God. 

It remayneth furder to be conſidred (which is by diverſs moſt frequently im- 
pugned) what we have don to give Occaſion of Offence and ſlanderooſs Reports in 
the ordring of our Realme and People, to cauſe them to lyve in the Feare and 
Service of God, and in the Profeſſion of Chriſtian Rellegion : Of which Matter be- 
cauſe in ſome Thinges the Eccleſiaſticall externall Pollicy of our Realme by Lawes 
deffereth from ſome other Contreys (as allwayes there hath ben in ſuch Things a 
Difference) occaſion is ſought, ſpecially from forrayn Parts, to deprave this Part of 
our Government, and conſequently by ſecret troobling the weake Conſciences of our 
People with Untruths, to withdraw them from Obedience of us and our Lawes ; 


yea from all divine Service of God, contrary to their naturall Birth, and Duty to- 


wards God and ther natyve Contrey. And in this part we wold it were indifferently 
underſtand, that what ſo ever is untruly reported, by Words or Wrytyngs of mali- 
ciooſs and ſeditious Perſons, we know no other Authority, either given or uſed by 
us, as Quene and Governour of this Realm, than hath ben by the Lawe of God 
and this Realme alwayes due to our Progenitors, Soverayns, and Kinges of the ſame; 
although true it is that this Authority hath ben in the Tyme of certen of our Pro- 
genitors, ſome hundred Years paſt, as by Lawes, Records and Storyes doth appere, 


(end ſpecially in the Reign of our noble Father King Henry VIII. and our deare 


Brother King Edi. VI.) more clerely recogniſed by all the Eſtats of the Realme, as the 
like hath ben in our Tyme ; without that therby we do ether challeng or take to us (as 


malicious Parſons do untruly ſurmiſe) any Superiority to our felt to defyne, decyde 5 


or determyn any Article or Poynt of the Chriſtian Fayth and Relligion, or to chang 
any ancient Ceremony of the Church from the Forme before received and obſerved 
by the Catholick and Apoſtolick Church, or the Uſe of any Function belongyng to any 
ecclefiaſticall Perſon being a Miniſter of the Word and Sacraments in the Chirch: 


But that Authority which is yelded to us and our Crown conſiſteth in this; that, 


conſidering we are by Goddes Grace the Soveraign Prince and Quene, next under 


God, and all the People in our Realme are immediatly borne Subjects to us and our 


Crown and to none ells, and that our Realme hath of long Tyme paſt receaved the 
Chriſtian Fayth, we are by this Authorite bound to direct all Eſtates, being ſubject 
to us, to live in the Fayth and the Obedience of Chriſtian Relligion, and to ſee 
the Lawes of God and Man, which are ordeyned to that End, to be duly obſerved, 
and the Offenders againſt the ſame duly puniſhed, and conſequently to provyde, 


that the Chirch may be governed and taught by Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops and Miniſters 


accordyng to the eccleſiaſticall auncient Pollycy of the Realme, | whom we do aſſiſt 
with our ſoverayn Power, &c. An Office and Charge, as we think, properly due to 


all Chriſtian Monarches, and Princees Soverayns, wherby they only differ from 


Pagan Princes, that only take Care of their Subjects Bodyes, without reſpect to the 
Salvation of ther Soules, or of the Liff herafter to come: 80 as certenly no juſt 
Occaſion can herby be taken to deprave our Government in any. Cauſes eccleſiaſticall. 
And yet to anſwer furder all malitious Untruths diſperſed abrode to induce a grudg- 


ing of our Government in this behalf, we know not, nor have any Meaning to al- 
lowe, that any our Subjects ſhuld be moleſted ether by Examination, or Inqueſition, 
in any Matter, either of Faith, as long as they ſhall profeſs the Chriſtyan Fayth,

And if any Potentate in Chriſtendom, challenging any — and ſole Superio- 
rity over the wholl Chirch of Chriſt, as it is pretended, ſhall condemn or repre- 
hend this our Office appertening and by Juſtice annexed to our Crown, becauſe it js 
not derived from his Authority, we ſhalbe redy in Place and Tyme convenient, where 
ſuch Perſon as ſhall fo reprehend us may not be the Judg of his owne Cauſe (an 
Order againſt Nature) and where other Chriſtian Monarches, Potentats and Princees 
ſhalbe ſuffred generally to aſſemble with good Fredome, Securite and Liberty, as in 
former better Tymes hath ben chriſtianly uſed, to the gret Benefit of the Chirch of 


God, to cauſe ſuch playne Accompt to be made for our Defence by the Rules of 


Chriſtian Relligion, as we truſt ſhall in Reaſon fatisfye the Univerſity of the Good 
and Faithfull : Or if not, we ſhalbe redy as an humble Servant and Handmayde of 
Chriſt, to reforme our ſelves and our Pollicy in any Manner, as Truth ſhall guyde 
and lead us; which Truth is to be by us underſtand, knowen, and receaved, as Al- 
mighty God ſhall pleaſe to revele it by his ordynary Means, and not to be in a diſ.

Thus, for things paſt, it may appeare in what ſort our mild, mercifull, and 
reaſonable Government hath ben falſly and maliciooſly depraved by ſeditious and ob- 
ſtinatly ingnorant Perſons; wherupon all others, not yet incurably or depely infected 
with their fals Perſwaſions, may diſcerne, into what groſs and lamentable Errors 
all ſuch our People have ben induced, as being herwith deceyved, have hen ledd 
from their Obedience due to us by the Lawes of God and Man, to commite Trea- 
ſons or Rebellions, and to adhere to externall and ſtrang Power, having no Intereſt 


in their Perſons by Laws divine or humayn. And now, that the Craftynes of theſe 
ſeditious and pernitioos Perſons may not herafter ageyne newly abuſe the reſt of our 
good Subjects, as with new Deviſings untruly of Things to followe, we do all 
Manner of Parfons to underſtand that, conſidering we well now at Length perceave 


that ſome Sorts of our People of their Nature are growen the worſe and more diſ- 


obedient or wanton by a generall Opinion conceaved of our Lenity, we muſt, and 


will, for redreſs. therof, againſt ſuch being manifeſtly diſobedient againſt us and our 
Lawes, procede with the Sword of Juſtice which God hath given us, and which 


we are charged not. tb beare in vayne: e all others being obedient to out 


Lawes, (and that in the Word of a Prince, and t Preſence of God) that they
